Washington, DC — Edward Grebow, senior vice president, 
operations and administration, CBS Inc., has been elected to the 
Board of Trustees of The George Washington University, Chairman 
Oliver T. Carr, Jr. announced. Grebow was elected to a three-year- 
term as a charter member at the board's Feb. 10 meeting. 

Edward Grebow was named to the post of senior vice president, 
operations and administration, CBS Inc., in February, 1988. He is 
responsible for management information systems, facilities, 
personnel, broadcast operations and engineering and general 
administration for CBS Inc. He also represents CBS on the Board of 
Directors of CBS/MTM Studios. 

Since 1985, Mr. Grebow had been executive vice president of 
The Bowery Savings Bank with responsibilities that included bank 
operations, data processing, personnel, branch operations and 
expense control.

In 1991, Governor Mario 
Cuomo appointed Mr. Grebow to the New York State Hospital Review 
and Planning Council, the state agency that regulates hospital and 
health care in New York.

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Illinois Task Force on Crime and Corrections Accepts 
Four Recommendations from GW Law Professor 
Jonathan Turley's Project for Older Prisoners (POPS) 

Recommendations advocate Nursing Home Facilities, 

Home Detention and Other Concessions for Older Prisoners 

Washington, DC -- The Illinois Task Force on Crime and 
Corrections has included four recommendations from GW Law 
Professor Jonathan Turley's Project for Older Prisoners (POPS) in 
its package of 26 proposals sent to Illinois Governor James 
Edgar. 

"Illinois is significant because it is one of the nation's 
largest prison systems and is viewed as a model jurisdiction," 
said Turley, professor of law at The George Washington University 
National Law Center and director of POPS. "The accepted 
recommendations will have far-reaching implications for prison 
systems throughout the United States. In adopting the POPS 
recommendations, Illinois is close to implementing a model 
comprehensive package of legislative and policy reform for older 
prisoners." 

The POPS recommendations include: The creation of a POPS 
office in Illinois; the creation of a 350-bed "prison nursing 
home;" the creation of a pilot program of electronic detention 
for older prisoners; and the passage of a new compassionate 
release law for chronically ill prisoners. "By accepting the 
POPS recommendations, the task force has recognized that older 
prisoners must be part of any solution to chronic overcrowding in 
large prison systems," said Turley. 

Founded by Professor Turley in 1989 as a pro bono project at 
Tulane Law School in New Orleans Louisiana, POPS has been the 
national leader in developing new legislation and policies for 
older prisoners in both the federal and state systems. Turley 
opened a second office in Washington when he joined The George 
Washington University National Law Center faculty in 1990. POPS 
has been credited with drawing attention to the older prisoner 
population which is expected to reach 125,000 prisoners by the 
year 2000.

POPS does not charge for its services. The offices are run 
by law students, roughly 200 in Louisiana and 75 in D.C., who 
work without compensation. The two independent POPS offices 
continue to operate with both legislative and prison review 
projects. In addition to working with six states on a continual 
basis, POPS assists legislation and policy initiatives across the 
country. 

The Illinois Task Force on Crime and Corrections includes 29 
legal and political leaders who have studied the problems of 
crime and prisons in Illinois since February, 1992.
